F. Report — Department of Corrections
Director Charles Ryan
Since last month’s meeting, there are currently six classes with 163 cadets in attendance. There are
1,276 vacancies statewide. 74 recruits have graduated from COTA. Two applicants participated in
the waiver process. Currently there are 42,300 inmates in the state prison system.

G. Review, Discussion and Possible Action on a Department of Public Safety Petition for Waiver

Colonel Milstead recused himself from this case.

Assistant Attorney General Seth Hargraves addressed the Board regarding the Department of Public
Safety’s petition for waiver of the Board’s standards/qualifications regarding past criminal conduct
for Applicant Jesus Soto-Rodriguez. Applicant Soto-Rodriguez disclosed being involved in
cockfighting, to include gambling on events, when he was 24 years of age. Major Damon Cecil, AZ
Department of Public Safety, addressed the Board to request that the petition be granted.

Mr. Ahler (AAG) made a motion to grant the waiver of the Board’s standards/qualifications
regarding past criminal conduct. Based upon the information submitted by DPS, | believe that the

Applicant Holdway disclosed having sold one
of her prescribed Vicodin to a peer when she was 23 years of age. Sheriff Doug Schuster, Mohave
County Sheriff’s Office, addressed the Board to request that the petition be granted.

Chief Kelly made a motion to grant the waiver of Board’s standards/qualifications regarding past
criminal conduct/drug activity. Based upon the information submitted by the Mohave County
Sheriff’s Office, | believe that the best interests of the law enforcement profession would be served
and the public welfare and safety would not be jeopardized by the waiver.
